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County Commissioners Face Acu te Problem 


The Board of Fay ette County Commis­ 
sioners is facing an acute prob lem with re­ 
ference to the new Fay ette County Memor­ 
ial Hospital. 
The memb ers of the b oard realize that 
they hav e a $630,000 fine new institution on 
their hands which, at least in the b eginning, 
will need some financial b acking b efore it 
can b ecome self-supporting, or nearly so. 
The voting pub lic refused to give a 65 per­ 
cent vote to a special one-mill levy which 
the commissioners said they would use for 
hospital purposes only. 
The commissioners say there are no other 
funds in the county except through a special 
le w , to finance the hospital. 
They and the county auditor say that the 
b alance of something over $65,000 
in the 
general fund is all that is availab le to take 
care of regular county expenses, until there 
is a new tax collection and distrib ution. This 
new collection prob ab ly will not b e distri­ 
b uted b efore next April or May. it is re­ 
ported. Then the usual county expenses will 
b egin on new tax money; meanwhile most 
of the $65,000 b alance in the general fund 
will have b een expended. 
The new tax collection 
n e x t year, even 
with the increase which may come from in­ 
creased valuations as a result of the reap­ 
praisal of real estate, may not 
y ie ld more 
than 
an additional $15,000 to $20,000 
per 
year to the general fund ab ove the amount 
under present valuations, according to of- 
fical estimates. 
Under these circumstances, 
the county 
commissioners at present see no way to fi­ 
nance early expenses and possib le first year 
deficits out of any 
b ut a special levy for 
hospital purposes. That levy req uest in this 
election was voted down. 
The 
county commissioners are 
saying 
nothing for pub lication other than to indi­ 
cate that they are intending to give the m at­ 
ter very thorough -study. They are expected 
to explore all possib le resources, b ut judg­ 
ing b y their unspoken attitude they see little 
hope for making an appropriation for opera­ 
ting expenses of the hospital. 
They control the purse strings and if they 
refuse 
to pay hospital b ills which 
would 
come b efore them, 
the institution hardly 
could b e expected to operate successfully 
the first few months without assurance that 
its b ills would b e paid promptly 
Meantime the new hospital b oard which 
will b e responsib le for operations, Sam P ar­ 


rott, Willard Bitzer/ Georg e Campb ell and 
Herbert 
Hoppes, while not making 
any 
public statements, probably will take a def­ 
inite position. 
It would not b e surprising to learn that 
if this board is not assured of sufficient fi­ 
nancing for its first few years of operation 
to guarantee adeq uate hospital service to 
the community, its memb er^ will feel that 
they 
have no place in the picture. 
They 
hardly can b e b lamed for refusing to b e re­ 
sponsib le if there 
is an operating deficit 
with no assurance that the county will pay 
the b ill. They rightfully contend that a new 
institution of this character should not b e , 
expected to b ecome immediately self-spp- 
oorting 
under the most 
economical and 
careful management. 
Meantime the hospital b oard, composed of 
Ralph Nisley, George Pensyl, H. W. Bur­ 
nett and Colin Campb ell, will proceed with 
the work of finishing the hospital and hav­ 
ing it ready for service at the earliest pos­ 
sib le date.
